Nearly 1000 Lives Lost 


IN ST LAWRENCE WRECK 


One of the most awtul tragedies 
of the seaever recorded, and thegreat- 
est catastrophe that has ever occurr= 
edin Canadian waters, occurred ear- 
ly last Friday morning, when the 
Empress of Ireland, one of the finest 
vessels on the C,P.R.'s transatlantic 
service, was cut into and sunk by 
the collier Storstad, She sunk in 
fourteen minutes. The suddenness 
of the affair prevented most of the 
passengers getting away from the 
steamer, or even getting up on 
deck. According to the latest fig- 
ures furnished, those saved would 
not exceed 420, while those drown- 
ed numbered 934. 

The Empress of Ireland had left 
Quebec on Thursday afternoon, out- 
wardbound, and was lying almost 
motioaless owing to fog in the river 
when she was struck by the collier 

The most of the passengers were 
oh their way to Britain on holiday, 
and there were many Westerners 
among them. No passengers were 
booked from Sirathmore, but among 
the missing were two brothers of 
Mrs Harry Groves, Strathmore. 
With them was an adopted daught- 
er of their mother and she also per- 
ished. The tragedy cut short the 
lives of the three young persons,

Schedule 


TRAINS STOP 


NO NIGHT 


With the beginning of June, 
the summer schedule of trains 
over the C.P.R. comes to effect. 
Strathmore is adversely affected 
by the change by the fact that 
none of the night trains will stop 
here, if the C,P.R. persists in its 
intention. 

Up till now a train has left 
Calgary at 10.25 p.m., arriving 
at Strathmore at 11.34, and has 
been very convenient one, enab- 
ling from people from Strath- 
more and other points along the 
line to take in theatre perform- 
ances and other évents of inter- 
estin Calgary, in the evening. 
The train was very largely pat- 
ronised, and Strathmore probab- 
ly contributed a larger percent- 
age af the rereipts than any town 
along the line. 

It seems absurd that a place of 
the size and importance of 
Strathnore, which contribufes 
an average of 25 passengers per 
evening on the eastbound night 
train; and sometimes as many as 
one hundred on *he occasion of a 
holiday, should ve deprived of a 
night service. If the C.P.R. 
have to take oif a train people 
would prefer the local taken off 
rather than the night train The 
westbound train 1s not so much 
patronised, as it has been coming 
through at 4.16 in the morning, 
but it was a convenience to some 


people. 
The C.P.R. Passenger Depart- 
ment has not been treating 


Strathmore right for some time 
past. They recently reduced the 
station staff by one man, leaving 
the agent to perform the duties of 
day operator 1n addition to his oth- 
er duties, with the result that last 
Monday, Empire Day, so many 
people were at the station apply- 
ing for tickets that they could not 
all be served, and thus had to 
buy their tickets on the train, 
and lose the benefit of the holiday 
and ;eturn rate, amounting to 
6oc per passenger.

vincial Policy for 
Technical Education 


Since the Hon. J. R. Boyle, Min- 
ister of Education, announced his 
intention to develop a Provincial 
Policy tor Technical Education, and 
appointed Dr Jas. C. Miller as Di- 
rector, considerable progress has 
been made. 

During the months of March and 
April the Director has conferred 
with school Boards, boards of trade, 
and the trades and labor councils in 
Medicine Hat and Lethbridge and 
g 4 ublic addresses on Techni- 
cr" woation in each of those cities 
%® esses have also been given and 

SuoterPices with school authorities 
held in Cardston, Magrath, Ray- 
mond, Stirling, Warner,Claresholm, 
Vermilion and Red Deer. In each 
and every centre the authorities and 
citizens were keenly interested in 
the new developments involved in 
the policy of the Minister of Edu- 
cation to have our schools serve a 
larger number, and give a some- 
what modified ‘service to those al- 
ready able to take advantage of 
what the schools have to offer. 
The sympathetic and active co-oper- 
ation of the local communities ‘with 
the Provincial Director in making 
the industrial and educational sur- 
veys necessary to reveal clearly local 
and provincial conditions and needs 
promises most faithfully for the 
successful developement of the work 
represented by this new department 

In Medicine Hat, after a careful 
consideration of the City’s present 
and future needs by the local edu- 
cationalists, the School Board and 
the Provincial Director, plans for a 
new composite high school have 
been prepared and accepted, and the 
construction of the building will be 
proceeded with as soon as the de- 
bentures are sold. Equipped and 
furnished the building will cost 
abont $300,000, 

The school is designed end located 
so as to meet as fully as possible 
the needs of night class students as 
well as day students and part time 
students. When completed it will 
be an institution which will find its 
contacts with every phase of edu- 
cational need felt in the community, 
and will be an institution of which 
the city may well be proud. 

Lethbridge also 1s facing the pro- 
blem of additional accomodation for 
high school purposes. 

In the academy at Raymond ac- 


comodation and equipment tor 
domestic science and workshop 
work have been provided. By 


special arrangement We children ot 
Giades 6 and 7 of the public school 
are given instruction in these sub- 
jects in the academy. 

The new consolidated schoo] at 
Warner, following consultation be- 
tween the School Board, the Archi- 
tect and the Provincial Director of 
Technical Education, has been 
planned to arrange for shopwork 
for the boys and domestic science 
for the girls, as well as a good 
science laboratory for the junior 
high school work. This building 
is to be erected this year, and is 
costing in the neighborhood of $30, 
000, 

At the present time Dr Miller is 
conferring with the educational 
authorities in the cities of the Pro- 
vince, and securing from them in- 
formation needed by the Minister of 
Education before he can determine 
the schedule of Provincia! Grants in 
aid of the various phases of Techni- 
cal Education, 

Betore returning to Edmonton 
the Director will visit a number of 
towns in the Province to look into 
local conditions and needs. In the 
mining centres special attention will 
be given to the needs of the child- 
ren of the miners who are over four- 
teen years of age and not in school 
and to the educational needs of the 
miners themselves with a view to 
providing special classes during 
next winter, 

The summer Session for Teachers 
to be held at the University of Al- 
berta in July and August 1s under 
direction of Dr Miller, Courses are 
offered in Agriculture and Schoo! 
Gardening, Nature Study, Element- 
ary Manual Training, Wood-work, 
Domestic Science, Household Arts, 
Physical Training and Fine Arts.

export trade in butter, cheese and 
other dairy products.
